Programming 
Forced On Student Stations 
Would your school or college 
go behind your backs? 


Over the past 10 or 20 (or maybe more) 
years, we at IBS have noticed that there 
has been a quiet but significant activity 
where licensed on-air student stations 
have been slowly (or suddenly) taken 
over by college administrators who 
then move the programming in a direc- 
tion away from what the students have 
been airing. 


We were reminded of this recently by 
situations at 2 student stations in 
Connecticut: WESU at Wesleyan and 
WNHU at the University of New Haven. 


At both of these stations, similar moves 
have been made behind the backs of 
students by college administrators who 
want to see National Public Radio 
(NPR) programming aired replacing 
locally-produced student programs - at 
least at certain times. Often, these moves 
are made while the students are on 
vacation, like summers, holiday, and 
semester breaks. 


At other stations, students have been 
kicked out almost entirely, or allowed 
to work pretty much as “interns” under 
the “guidance” of hired professionals. 
Some may even be allowed to be on-air 
in weekend or overnight slots. 


In most cases, the station license is held 
by the school or college and they are 
held responsible for what is broadcast. 
But, in a typical situation, it’s hard to 
believe realistic benefits other than an 
imagined “prestige” factor at work. In 
both of these markets in Connecticut, 
the signals from existing public stations 
already make “All Things Considered” 
and “Morning Edition” available, in 
some cases at multiple spots on the dial. 


IBS urges its student-staffed stations to 
be aware of these incidents, and take a 
look at their own situation. 


We'll discuss the topic in more depth at 
the IBS National convention in New 


York City. Your thoughts, ideas and 
oo are welcome.

Copyright Royalty & Distribution 
Reform Act Extends 2004 Rate to 2005 


The new law signed by the President in 
December, 2004 extends the current IBS 
Member webcasting rate of $275 annually 
for most IBS Members through 2005. 


IBS Members continue to be exempt from 
record-keeping and reporting of music 
streamed. Campuses of over 10,000 full- 
time students pay an additional $250 
large campus surcharge for a total annual 
fee of $525.
